United States And Canada 
Sign Fact For St. Lawrence 
Waterway Project. 


Washington. July 18 (AP).—The 
long awaited treaty between the 
United States and Canada for the 
tremendous St. Lawrence seaway 
and power project was signed this 
morning. 
Coincident with this action by 
Secretary Stimson and Minister 
Herrldge, of Canada, President 
Hoover heralded tile accomplish­ 
ment in a statement as: 
“The redemption of a promise 
which I made to the people of the 
midwest.’* 
The agreement which remains 
subject to ratification In both 
countries calls for splitting in half 
the estimated $543,000,000 cost for 
a 27-foot waterway from the sea to 
all Canadian and American ports 
on the Great Lakes. 
“Such a step,” wrote the presi­ 
dent. “will admit constantly ninety- 
per cent of the ocean shipping of 
the world to our lake cities of New 
York, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Il­ 
linois. Wisconsin and Minnesota.” 
Disposal of the 1,100,000 horse­ 
power which is expected to be re­ 
alised on the American side of the 
international section is reserved 
for settlem ent by this country.

(AP) — Long 
drivers among the municipal course 
golf stars of the nation will find 
things to th eir liking in the annual 
am ateur public links play here this 
summer. 
Shawnee golf course, w’here the 
cham pionship is to be played July 
19-23, has five par 5 holes which run 
from 454 to 520 yards. 
But if a player is too “stout” w-lth 
his driver he may land his ball 
splash in the Ohio river on No. 3. 
Besides, there are five holes where 
a hook or slice will fiend “old man 
river” waiting. 
Course Rather Flat 
The course. 6.430 yards long and 
covering 145,6 acres, lies about four 
miles from the center of town in the 
lowlands of the Ohio river. Par is 
36-36. 72 
The course is rather flat, but th at 
disadvantage is compensated for by 
an abundance of cleverly conceived 
sand 
traps 
and 
natural 
ditches. 
Lombardy poplars separate the fair­ 
ways and add to the hazards. 
The No. I hole, 500 yards in 
length, par 5. is a dog-leg with a 
straightaw ay shot of 266 yards to 
the direction flag. 
An extremely 
long driver m ight get an early ad­ 
vantage with 
drive over the fence 
th a t pokes an angle into the fair­ 
way. 
River Big Menace 
The slowly-moving Ohio, which 
annually piles up enough sand traps 
to take care of all Louisville’s build­ 
ing needs and golf traps, first be­ 
comes a natural hazard on No. 3. 
There an unusually long shot would 
roll down the river bank into the 
roughest of rough. 
The shot 
is 
straight toward the river bank. 
On No. 4 a wide and open fairway 
of 335 yards, invites a par 4, but a 
slice m eans the player need not 
look for the ball. The lairway par­ 
allels the river. 
A slice on No. 7 means the ball is 
headed for the Gulf of Mexico, 
while 09 the short 15th and the long 
long 16th and 17th the player who 
hooks can go down to New* Orleans 
to wait for the pellet to float past 
While the river adds to troubles 
of the "dubs’’ as well as to the beau­ 
ty of the scene, it serves a practical 
purpose.

Nelson as a sophomore first a t­ 
tained national recognition at the 
Millrose invitational games in New 
York 
when 
he 
out-jumped the 
Olympic champion. Bob King. 
He 
established a new world’s indoor 
high jum p record the same year 
with a leap of six feet, six 
and 
three-fourths inches. 
Fails To Place 
Then the 
elongated 
Jumper hit 
the skids and h it them hard 
He 
Jumped so poorly in his Junior year 
th a t he dropped virtually to a th ­ 
letic obscurity. He failed repeat­ 
edly to fulfill his reputation 
as a 
jum per in meet after meet, and try 
as he could, he could not regain his 
form. 
But Nelson refused to give up 
He said he wanted to be a mem­ 
ber of the next Olympic team. So he 
began all over, adopting a m ethodi­ 
cal training program under direc­ 
tion 
of 
Hermon Philips, 
butler 
coach w’ho in 1928 was a member 
of the Olympic team. 
Back in the winter, Nelson began 
his careful training schedule.
